District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report 
for  1960. 

The  general  health  of  the  community  remains  ^ood 
and  there  have  been  no  epidemics. 

The  steady  drain  of  population  continued  although 
birth  and  death  rates  remain  more  or  less  constant.  The 
explanation  is  of  course  that  the  younger  people  are 
moving  away  to  find  skilled  jobs.  The  only  way  to 
reverse  the  population  drift  is  to  build  more  houses.  No 
house  has  been  built  by  this  council  for  ten  years  and 
only  one  private  house  has  been  built  since  the  war. 

No  major  housing  project  will  be  sanctioned  by  the 
Ministry  until  the  mains  services  have  been  improved 
and  this  remains  the  most  ur  e:it  consideration  of  the 
Council. 

I have  to  thank  the  Clerk  and  the  Public  Health 
Inspector  for  their  enthusiastic  co-operation  over  the 
year.

Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  fourth  Annual 
Report,  upon  the  work  carried  out  and  falling  withii  my 
scope  during  1960. 

The  number  of  routine  inspections  again  rose 
during  the  year.  This  was,  in  part,  due  to  the  low  number 
of  complaints  making  it  possible  for  me  to  devote  more 
time  to  routine  matters  which  so  frequently  have  to  be 
put  on  one  side  to  deal  with  emergencies.  Also,  towards 
the  end  of  the  year,  the  Council  appointed  me  as 
Surveyor,  with  increased  number  of  hours  of  duty. 

Tiie  efficient  weekly  removal  of  refuse  has  continued 
and  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  not  a single  complaint 
was  received,  during  the  period,  either  as  to  non-removal 
or  late  removal  of  house  refuse.
